The absence of 
decision is in itself a decision --a negative one -- and always spells trouble 
in the future. The U-2 disaster may well be a case in point. Why were we 
forced to use the vulnerable U-2? Much earlier it should have been replaced 
by something of greater performance, far less exposed to attack -- hope- 
fully, even by a reconnaissance satellite. But there had been no affirmative 
decision, in time, to provide anything better. " •
